Utilisation of Waste Cork. 


Waste cork is used for a variety ot 


purposes. 
Life buoys are filled with 


scraps of cork; linoleum, a variety of 
floor-cloth, is made from linseed oil 
and pulverized cork paper, a material 
used for packing bottles, is made by 
coating strong paper with an adhesive 
mixture ana sprinkling powdered cork 
over it; cork is sometimes used in 
place of wood shavings in tht prepara- 
tion of vinegar; and Illuminating gas 
has been made from cork waste by dis- 
tillation In a retort.

\Vhat will Florida be by the middle 


of this twentieth century? 


Just what the next generation shall 


make it, and that generation will be 
largely what the fathers and mothers 
of today shall make It. 


Some of the greatest scientists 


declare that every man owes it, quite 
as much to his parents as to himself, 
whether he is a genius, a drunkard, 
a criminal, Insane, or an ordinarily 
intelligent and useful citizen. Even 
his impulses to aggressive effort, or 
the lack of them, they *ay, is inborn, 
so that a person with an inheritance 
Q( good morals, a sound mind and 
body, lacking the inborn Impulse or 
ambition to self improvement, may 
stak by a kind of inertia Into pogi-, 
tive uselessness if not immorality. 


We come into the world, not of 


our own volition, handicapped by a 
burden of fearful 
responsibilities; 


some of us with an inheritance of 
evil tendencies, with bodies predis- 
posed to disease, with weak and in- 
active minds often bordering upon 
insanity in some form, aid some of us 
with an almost irresistible instinct 
to criminal acton. It is undisputed 
that a targe majority of the profession- 
al criminal classes has sprung from 
criminal parentage and these violat- 
ors of the law in turn pass on their 
tendencies to their children 


A large proportion of the insane 


Is traced to a 
parentage in which 


either the father or the mother, or 
both, were similarly affected, and It 
is 
known that such tendencies In 


t'be parent are far more often than 
not exaggerated in the children. 


'The handicap upon the next gen- 


eration may be made heavier or light- 
er by the will of the present one. No 
man can live unto himself alone. No 
'parent can live unto his own time 
and generation alone Whether he be 
weak or strong, a genius or a lunatic, 
will be felt for good or ill fifty or a 
hundred years in the future. 


The matter of individual responsi- 


bility to the future is but little ap- 


(vhat we find there. Sufficient un- 
to "the day or generation Ir the evil 
thereof, is the consoling excuse for 
disregarding the years to come by 
•any seriously Inconvenient line of 
conduct. 


Yet it is established beyond 
the 


reach of argument that the relat'ons 
between successive generation* are 
intimate. Nature working through the 
centuries has evolved _ higher mrral 
standards, but It may be questioned 
If she has built the race to a greater 
degree of physical perfection In the 
last thousand years. All of nature's 
accomplishments have been brought 
about through the operation uncon 
ectouslj- to man, of laws Inexorable 
and undeviatlng—the same laws that 
have destroyed the weak and Imper- 
fect specimens In animal creat.on 
and have propagated their kind from 
the strong and robust individual* 


It is not to be anticipated 
that 


nature in her cycles of evolution, con 
trary to the education and 
in- 


stincts of civilization, Is going to 
wipe out from the human 
race 


the mental deficiencies-, nor the 
diseased, nor the criminals 
by any 


process of selection. It is not to 
be expected that the individual Is 
going to sacrifice voluntarily that in- 
stinct most deeply rooted In his being 
—the desire to hare his part in the 
continuation of the race—because he 
fears to transmit to hie children the 
weaknesses of his own body or mind 


There is no earthly authority su- 


perior to that of the individual ex- 
cejrting alone that of the state. If 
the refusal of the individual or his 
ignorance or Indifference to act for 
the good of the state shall bring ser- 
ious injury to the state, either now 
or in the succeeding generations, it 
is evident that the state must act, or 
known evils will continue to exist 
and increase. 


In other words, Florida has no laws 


that prevents the marriage of persons 
with known or suspected tendencies 
towards insanity. She has do law

consideration of Florida's citizens and 
taxpayers.

They must be considered 
soon and carefully by the thoughtful 
men and women of this state. 


The state board of health is urg- 


ing upon the 
people 
of Florida a 


careful study and discussion through 
the press and elsewhere, of the 
question whether Florida needs and 
should have a revision of its mar- 
riage1 laws to work out a solution of 
these problems.

The Advance In price 
of the Florida, fruit over that of Cal- 
ifornia amounts to from 26 cents to 
50 cents a box

This condition is exceedingly grat- 


ifying to the exchange people all over 
the: state, who are not only pleased 
at the advance in price, but more 
pleased to have exemplified the cor- 
rectness of this recourse In rebuild- 
ing a reputation for Florida oranges, 
which -was destroyed largely In for- 
mer seasons by shipping of immature 
fruit by growers with a view only to 
the acquiring of immediate 
profits 


to themselves and without regard for 
tire welfare of the growers through 
out the state, who are the mud-sills 
of the enterprise. 


(This gives a firmer feeling to pro- 


ducers and of the state and encour- 
ages them to dismiss from their mind 
•any Question as to the future pros- 
perity of the citrus industry of the 
state.

At the present time the hands 
of the city treasurer are completely 
tied and all he can do is to hold what 
money is turned over to him by the 
collector. The city council says ^ie 
must pay no warrants except tfjjtse 
Issued by the present council 'and 
the count orders him tojpay the 
back warrants In the order-'ln which 
they are registered for payment. The 
treasurer Is holding back on the or- 
der of-the court pending an appeal 
of the case to the supreme court of 
the state and there Is no telling how 
long _ this action will take. If the ac- 
tion takes the usual course and time 
through the supreme court it may be 
many months before a decision 
is 


landed down, and in the meantime 
the city's money piles Up in the 
hands of the treasurer and the city's 
creditors whistle and wait. It 
is 


said the street employes and other 
umployes of the city have quit be- 
cause they can't get their warrant^ 
cashed and can't afford to work for 
the city without being paid for it.

Called in to see a little child 
who showed plainly tbe symptoms of 
diphtheria, when I looked into the 
mother's eager, questioning eyes I bad 
not toe heart to tel^ ber of her dar- 
ling's danger, so I told ber It was • 
case of sore throat 


All went well with tbe child, and 


the diphtheritic membrane in tbe throat 
was breaking down when tiv child's 
grandmother01 me to the bouse. Tbe old 
woman had seen a case of diphtheria 
and on looking Into the throat saw 
that which she recognized. 


'Heavens." she exclaimed to the 


mother—"the child baa diphtheria!" 


The mother fainted. The grandmoth- 


er ran to the telephone and. Ignoring 
me. called on one of my fellow prac- 
titioners to come In hot haste. He at 
once pronounced the case one of diph- 
theria, but. learning that I was treating 
It. returned to his office and called me 
up by telephone. I explained the mat- 
ter; but, realizing that I bad lost the 
confidence of the family In question. I 
begged him to take up the case where 
I bnd left off and finish It 
He did 


so. and the child, who was already 
nearly well, recovered. 


That young mother soon knocked my 


practice Into smithereens by telling; 
every one of her acquaintances that I 
didn't know a case of diphtheria from 
one of wore throat 


Considering that my crime had really 


been nothing more thnn a tenderness 
of heart. thjs wus tmrd to hear. Wo- 
men are apt to accept statements with- 
out question, and I was tabooed with- 
out an opportunity for defense. The 
nu«(wind of the lady in question asked 
me ubuiit the mutter :iml when 1 ex- 
plained It tried to pacify his wife 
Hut no such excuse would be accepted 
by her. "Any doctor not fit to treat a 
cat could get off with such an excuse 
as that." sbe said. 


This time i made up my mind to 


stand my ground 
If 1 Hed from the 


tongues of the laity I would not be 
worthy of :i place In tbe profession 
After all. whatever success a physl 
clan ntf.ilns. his real Intrinsic stnudttip 
Is fixed by his fellow workers. They 
may not agree with him. but they will 
riot -deny his ability. For a Jong while 
I was dropped out of practice almost 
entirely. But gradually other doctors 
got into the Imblt of calling me in for 
consultation and recommending pa 
tleuts to me In cases coming within 
my especial province, and at tbe end 
of about five years I found myself 
again rn.ikinK a living. In ten years 
1 stood at the head of my profession

FLORIDA'S FUTURE 


State Board of Health Bulletin. 


******»»** * # * * » # 


•\Vhat will Florida be by the middle 


of this twentieth century? 


Just what the next generation shall 


make It, and that generation will be 
largely what the fathers and mothers 
of today shall make It. 


Some of the greatest scientists 


declare that every man owes it, quite 
as much to his parents as to himself, 
whether he is a genius, a drunkard, 
a criminal, Insane, or an ordinarily 
intelligent and useful citizen. Even 
his impulses to aggressive effort, or 
the lack of them, they *ay, Is inborn, 
so that a person with an inheritance 
of good morals, a sound mind and 
body, lacking the inborn impulse or 
ambition to self improvement, may 
sink by a kind of inertia into posi-, 
tive uselessness if not immorality. 


We come into the world, not of 


our own volition, handicapped by a 
burden of fearful 
responsibilities; 


some of us with an iuheritance of 
evil tendencies, with bodies predis- 
posed to disease, with weak and in- 
active minds often bordering 
upon 


insanity in some form, asd some of us 
with an almost irresistible Instinct 
to criminal acton. It is undisputed 
that a large majority of the profession- 
al criminal classes has sprung from 
criminal parentage and these violat- 
ors of the law in turn pass on their 
tendencies to their children 


A large proportion of the insane 


is traced to a 
parentage in which 


either the father or the mother, or 
both, were similarly affected, and it 
is 
known that such tendencies In 


t'be parent are far more often than 
not exaggerated in the children. 


'The handicap upon the next gen- 


eration may be made heavier or light- 
er by the will of the present one. No 
man can live unto himself alone. No 
'parent can live nnto his 
own time 


and generation alone Whether he be 
weak or strong, a genius or a lunatic, 
will be felt for good or ill fifty or a 
hundred years in the future. 


The matter of individual responsi- 


bility to the future is but little ap- 
preciated 
None of us look very far 


Into the future and are influenced by

Sufficient un- 
to'the day or generation Ir the evil 
thereof, is the consoling excuse for 
disregarding the years to come by 
•any seriously Inconvenient line 
of 


conduct. 


Yet it is established beyond 
the 


reach of argument that the relat'ons 
between successive generation* are 
intimate. Nature working through the 
centuries has evolved _ higher mrral 
standards, but it may be questioned 
if she has built the race to a greater 
degree of physical perfection In the 
last thousand years. All of nature's 
accomplishments have been brought 
about through the operation uncon- 
sciously to man, of laws inexorable 
and undeviating—the same laws that 
have destroyed the weak and imper- 
fect specimens in animal creat.on, 
and have propagated their kind from 
the strong and robust individual* 


It is not to be anticipated 
that 


nature in her cycles of evolution, con- 
trary to the education and 
in- 


stincts of civilization, is going to 
wipe out from the human 
rac« 


tha mental deficiencies, nor the 
diseased, nor the criminals 
by any 


process of selection. It is not to 
be expected that the individual is 
going to sacrifice voluntarily that in- 
stinct most deeply rooted in his being 
—the desire to have his part in the 
continuation of the race—because he 
fears to transmit to hie children the 
weaknesses of his own body or mind. 


There is no earthly authority su- 


perior to that of the individual ex- 
cepting alone that of the state. If 
the refusal of the individual or his 
ignorance or indifference to act for 
the good of the state shall bring ser- 
joiis injury to the state, either now 
or in the succeeding generations, it 
is evident that the state must act, or 
known evils will continue to exist 
and increase. 


In other words, Florida has no laws 


that prevents the marriage of persons 
with known or suspected tendencies 
towards insanity. She has do law 
[that limits or regulates th^ marriage 
lot criminals. No statute forbWs the 


i the marriage of consumptives nor of 
those who' have any of those diseases 
iwhlch the doctors disguise by long, 


j unpronounceable names to hide their 
disgusting and some times horrible 
features. Those contemplating mar- 
riage have only to declare fheisfe 
to be of responsible age, hiding from 
the license clerk and even from each 
other the fact that they are or have, 
been afflicted with some loathsome 
disease which ta&y be transmitted to 
their children; that lurking m their 
'Calmlly, if not actually manifest in 
themselves, is the curse of insanity. 


The offspring of such marriages Is 


a burden, an increasing burden^upon 
private charity and upon the state. 
It Is a/ burden that is increasing In 
Florida by a ratio greater thajl that 
of the growing population, including 
the growth by immigration. 


These are serious 
facts for the 


consideration of Florida's citizens and 
taxpayers. They are being studded by 
earnest 
men. " and 
women In other 


states, who find similar «ond'tions ev 
erywhere. They must be considered 
soon and carefully by the thoughtful 
men and women of this state. 


The state board of health is urg- 


ing apon the 
people of Florida a 


careful study and discussion through 
the press and elsewhere, of the 
question whether Florida needs and 
should have a revision of its mar- 
riage laws to work out a solution of 
these problems. If such new or re- 
vised laws are essential, to what ex- 
tent should the state go in regulating: 
marriages among its citizens to bet- 
ter the next and future generations?

the care and distribution of the' fruit. 


The Florida organization has ex- 


pended but a small sum In advertising 
in comparison with the sum expend- 
ed by California, which state has con- 
centrated her efforts In an advert's- 
mg campaign. Tet the state 
has 


been unable to wrest the markets 
from Florida. The Advance in price 
of the Florida fruit over that of Cal- 
ifornia amounts to from 26 cents to 
50 cents a box 
• 


This condition is exceedingly grat- 


ifying to the exchange people all over 
the state, who are not only pleased 
at tike advance In price, but more 
pleased to have exemplified the cor- 
rectness of this recourse In rebuild- 
ing a reputation for Florida oranges, 
which -was destroyed largely in for- 
mer seasons by shipping of immature 
trult by growers with a view only to 
the acquiring of immediate 
profits 


to themselves and without regard for 
the welfare of the growers through 
out the state, who are the mud-sills 
of the enterprise. 


(This gives a firmer feeling to pro- 


ducers and of the state and encour- 
ages them to dismiss from their mind 
•any question as to the future pros- 
perity of the citrus industry of the 
state. 


Reports from the state at large 


continue reassuring and Indicate a 
"heavy crop for next season. 
The 


predictions are based on the heavy 
bloom upon the trees in all parts of 
the state and the fact of thp excel- 
lent condition of the trees, owing to 
the drouth last fall, which was favor- 
able to the giving of a perfect rest 
*o the trees during a part of the 
winter. This drouth, followed by cop- 
ious rains, has placed the groves in 
almost perfect condition. "

When 1 began ,to practice medicine 


I was Inclined to give my patlonb-

The old 
woman had seen a case of diphtheria 
and on looking Into the throat saw 
that which she recognized. 


•'Heavens." she exclaimed to the 


mother—"the child has diphtheria!" 


The mother fainted. The grandmoth- 


er ran to the telephone and. Ignoring 
me. called on one of my fellow prac- 
titioners to come In hot haste- He at 
once pronounced the case one of diph- 
theria, but. learning that I was treating 
It. returned to his office and called me 
up by telephone. I explained the mat- 
ter; but, realizing that I bad lost the 
confidence of the family in question. 1 
begged him to take up tbe case wbere 
I bad left off and finish It 
He did 


so. and tbe child, who was already 
nearly well, recovered. 


That yonng mother soon knocked my 


practice Into smithereens by telling 
every one of her acquaintances that 1 
didn't know a case of diphtheria from 
one of wore throat 


Considering that my crime had really 


been nothing more than a tenderness 
of heart. thjs was hard to hear. 
Wo- 


men are apt to accept statements with- 
out question, and I was tabooed with- 
out an opportunity for defense. The 
Inland of the lady in question asked 
me about the mutter and when I ex- 
plained It tried to pacify his wife 
Hut no such excuse would be accepted 
by her. "Any doctor not fit to treat a 
cat could get off with such an excuse 
as that." sbe said. 


This time I made up my mind to 


stand m.v ground 
If 1 Bed from the 


tongues of the laity I would not be 
worthy of a place In tbe profession 
After all. whatever success a physl 
clan attains, his real Intrinsic standing 
Is fixed by his fellow workers. They 
may not agree with him. but they will 
riBt"-deny his ability. For a Johp while 
I was dropped out of practice almost 
entirely. But gradually other doctors 
got Into the habit of calling me in for 
consultation and 
recommending pa

i practitioner had given way i to surgery
